President Harding Discusses Race 
Question at Birmingham Semi- 
Centennial Celebration 


DIFFERENTIATES ON EQUALITY 


Announces He Does Not Intend 
Coddle and Patronize Labor- 
All Must Work, He Says 


to 


Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 26.— The 
negro must 
be given a chance to 
make good, President H arding de­ 
clared in discussing the race q u e s ­ 
tion iii the heart of the south today. 
“ The black m an,” In* said, “ must 
be given 
political 
and 
economic 
equality as a m atter of justice and 
national welfare. It is too .serious a 
question to In* blinking af the fa ct,” 
President H arding said in bringing 
up the subject in his main speech at 
the Birmingham semi-centennial cel­ 
ebration. 
“ Political and economic equality 
docs not mean social equality,” he 
declared. <hi tin* other hand lie urged 
that both sides recognize tin* “ ab so ­ 
lute diversions in the social «and r a c ­ 
ial question.” 
Harding 
also 
protested against 
(>otfi political parties using the black­ 
man a s n mere political tool 
and 
urged the negro to vote either 
the 
democrat or republican ticket as he 
saw lit. 
With the s e ri o u s railroad strike in 
ins mind. President Harding an n o u n ­ 
ced In* d o c s not intend to coddle and 
patronize labor. “ I want u s all to get 
out and put on our blue denim and 
-od our hands to do flu* work,” In* 
said. IL* did not mention the rail­ 
way strike directly. 
President H arding in a speech to 
^members of tin* Alabam a legislature 
who called a t his hotel, declared he 
is as much concerned fo r tin* wel­ 
fare of southern states as In* i< for 
the north. 
“ If is my obligation to he presi­ 
dent of all states and all sections,” 
Harding said, “and to be as c o n ­ 
cerned, as I am concerned, fo r tile 
welfare of Alabama, Mississippi and 
Florida as for New York, <>hi 
Montana.” 


H e told the l e g i s l a t o r s that it is 
everyone’s obligation to give s e ri o u s 
consideration to national problems. 
“ And the Demo era tie p a r ty c a n ’t 
rule 
Alabama if it does not serve. 
Alabama,” he added.
